• The n-word was used by white people to label a person 
as a slave and became racist slang starting in the 
mid- 1800 s. 

• Some adults and youth of color have more recently 
adapted it in an effort to reclaim it. 
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As a part of institutionalizing 
cultural knowledge, moving 
forward in our system... 


• No teacher or leader (or anyone else in a position 
of power, especially in a school) should use the 
"n" word. 

• Youth language may differ (reference slide 6). 

• No person of any race should be expected to 
represent others of their same race.
